WASHINGTON (UP) Chair- 


man Jesse Jones of the RFC an- 
nounced that President Roosevelt 
had directed him to resume RFC 
lending to aid business The presi- 
dent, in an effort to economize^Lm I 
oidered the RFC's lending activi- 
ties to cease last Oct 18 
Jones said that the RFC had 
$ 1,500,000, dOO available for lending 
but he said he did not expect the 
demand to exceed a few hundred 
million dollars 
The president's letter, dated 
Feb IS, ordering the changed pol- 
icy said 
"While the modofications we 
have heretofore made in your lend- 
ing- authority since my letter to 
you of Oct 18 permitting emer- 
gency loans of various character, 
It is my wish that you make 
credit available to all deserving 
borrowers to which you are au- 
thorized to lend, especially loans 
that will maintain or increase em- 
ployment " 
Jones said that RFC collateral 
requirements will remain the same 
because new legislation would be 
required to revise them, but, he 
added, the RFC "might modify" 
its interpretation of what it be- 
lieves to be reasonably good se- 
curity. 
1 We realize what Is in the minds 
of the people," Jones said "We 
realize that the people feel there 
is a great need for loans to small 
business 
We will try to qualify 
as many as possible for loan: 
both big and small business."

BY A TORNADO 


Scores Injured in Oil Town, 


Rodessa, as Wide Area 


Devastated. 


RODESSA, La 
(UP) 
Fumes 
from a wrecked gas well spread 
across town and added the danger 
of an explosion to the horror of 
Thursday night's tornado 
that 
killea mn estimated 30 and injured 
scores of persons 
The well was running wild be- 
side its overturned derrick at the 
edge of this congested community 
of oil field shacks and warehouses, 
where rescue workers were still 
plodding thru the ruins left by the 
storm, hunting for more dead and 
Injured 


An area two miles long and a 
quarter of a mile wide was de 
vastated by the storm It extended 
to within a block of the main busi- 
ness corner and back along the 
rambling colony of supply houses 
and "cartop" and "shotgun" type 
shacks 
where oil 
field 
families 


lived 
Men worked all night, mostly in 
darkness, carrying out dead and 
injured, who were loaded in trucks, 
cars and the few available ambu- 
lances and taken to the towns of 
Vivian, La, and Atlanta, Tex., 
each about ten miles away, and to 
Shreveport, the nearest large city, 
35 miles south 
A driving rain that accompanied 
the tornado at 9 45 p m continued 
and Increased hardships of the 
rescue work 


Many Others Are Missing. 


A tentative and unofficial list 
showed 25 persons known dead 
Others were missing or unre- 
ported, and rescue workers had 
not reached the more remote areas

A sales tax of 4 percent yield- 
ing $13,980,000 and a state income 
tax ranging from 1 to 4 percent 
and producing $1,817,000 would be 
necessary, said Gov Cochran Fri- 
day if the three proposed amend- 
ments to the constitution should 
be adopted at the November elec- 
tions These amendments are the 
homestead exemption plan of for- 
mer Gov Bryan, the $30 a month 
old age pension proposal supported 
by former Congressman 
Terry 
Carpenter, and one which would 
forbid the use of gasoline taxes 
for any other than highway pur- 
poses 
"The results of my study should 
not be construed as either advo- 
cating or attacking these pro- 
posals," the governor said "I am 
acting only in my official capacity 
as governor. I consider it to be 
my duty to submit all information 
available on these propositions to 
the people " 
The governor

plan Is adopted, Gov Cochran said, 
it will exclude 27 percent of all 
property, including real and per- 
sonal, from taxation, and 35 per- 
cent of real estate alone. 
Total annual revenue from real 
estate taxes in Nebraska Is $34,- 
650,000 he said, and if the plan 
is adopted $12,127,500 will be lost 
to the state from that source

NOT INFLATION 


Balanced Program to Ex- 


pand Production, Increase 


Income and Jobs. 


Text of president's statement I* 
on page 6. 


WASHINGTON. 
(UP). Presi- 
dent Roosevelt said the adminis- 
tration seeks a balanced system of 
prices which will expand produc- 
tion, increase national income and 
revive employment 


The administration's policy, he 
said at his press conference, "ia 
not a policy of restriction, it is a 
policy of abundance " 
"Our agricultural, 
industrial, 
housing and monetary programs 
have been and will be directed 
toward this end," Mr. Roosevelt 
declared 


Achievement of the administra- 
tion's goals would "provide and 
maintain a national income far 
above any levels we 
have 
yet 
reached " 
Mr. Roosevelt did not touch on 
the question of wages In his for- 
mal pnce statement 
Informally, 
however, he declared that empha- 
sis is generally placed on a flex- 
ible wage scale during a down- 
ward swing of the economic cycle 


Often, he said, industry delays 
wage increases until the very peak 
of a boom, even tho the wage in- 
crease is small by comparison with 
an industry s profits Because of 
this policy of delay in granting 
wage increases, he said, it is dif- 
ficult to maintain 
these yscales 
when profits fall off The presi- 
dent cited the automobile indus- 
try as an example of this wage 
pokey. 
The administration p r o g ram 
does not mean inflation, but is a 
policy to help restore the balance 
in the price structure, he said 
It does not mean devaluation of

for New Light on Re-

NEW YORK.—For once, the 
financial district wishes the presi- 
dent well. It hopes that he is right. 
It trusts that he_will succeed. Wall 
street Is just as anxious as the 
white house to see commodity 
prices advance. If that does come 
to pass in any substantial degree, 
the argument runs, stocks will fol- 
low suit, the depression will be 
halted, and, for the time being at 
any rate, gloom will be dissipated. 
It should be added that these 


new found friends of Mr. Roose- 
velt are none too confident, but 
that Is another story. It was this 
feeling which gave both the stock 
And the staple markets their flurry 
of strength in the week end trad- 
Ing. 
Volume 
expanded 
only 
•lightly, but it was higher on the 
advance and fell off on the de- 
cline, which is always a good sign 
from the speculative standpoint. 
At this writing, the president 
has not revealed just where he will 
draw the line between those prices 
which, in hi* opinion, are too low 
and those which he thinks ought 
to advance. It is understood that 
he will throw some light on that 
matter at his next press confer- 
ence. The street has not forgot- 
ten the sequel to the presidential 
statement of last April, declaring 
that at that time commodity prices 
were, in the opinion of the execu- 
tive, too high. Between April and 
November, the Moody spot index 
dropped some 75 points. It is not 
far above its low on the reaction 
now, and there is plenty of room 
for improvement. As for-the stock 
market, everyone knows how dras- 
tic a drop it has recorded in the 
same period. 


v The latest issue of the stock ex< 
cnange bulletin carries an inter- 
esting chart showing the percent- 
age changes in 700 common stock 
prices during the calendar year 
1937. In that time, the total mar- 
ket value o(, all listed common 
stocks declined 36.5 percent ac- 
cording to this computation. Of the 
total number, 183 issues lost be- 
tween 50 and 60 percent of their 
market value. One hundred and 
fifty Issues dropped 60 to 70 per- 
cent, 62 went down 70 to 80 per- 
cent, while 7 stocks divested them- 
selves of from 80 to 90 percent 
of their market price. Even a mod- 
est appreciation now would be 
more than welcome. 
The stock exchange bulletin fig- 


ures it out that, after eliminating 
stocks to which the number of 
shares outstanding was 
affected 
by stock dividends, splitups, split- 
downs and reorganizations, all is- 
sues declined except five. The bul- 
letin does not name the five, but 
ft casual inspection reveals that at 
least two of them were gold shares, 
Dome Mines ana ItcTntyre, again 
illustrating the fact that, in a bear 
market, gold shares move opposite 
to the trend. 
REBUKES BUDGET BUREAU 
House Committee Declines to 


Slash Appropriation. 


WASHINGTON. UP). The house 
appropriations committee rebuked 
the budget bureau Thursday for 
proposing a slash In funds for the 
federal bureau established to serve 
business and Industry. 
It took 
this action while approving a 
9130,071,105 appropriation for the 
state, commerce, labor and justice 
departments and the federal ju- 
diciary. The fund Is to meet ex- 
penses of these establishments 
during the year beginning July 1. 
The appropriations committee 


described as "serious and disturb- 
ing" the budget bureau's proposal 
to give the bureau of foreign and 
domestic commerce $291,600 less 
than it had for the current year. 
The house group restored all but 
93,500 of the proposed reduction. 
recommending that the bureau be 
allowed a total of $3,038,100. 
In a report to the house, the 
committee said representative bus- 
iness men had declared the slash 
If written Into law, could be In- 
terpreted only as an indication ol 
"a lack of desire on the part ol 
congress to lend a helping hand 
In this critical time of business 
Instability." 
"The committee does not de- 
sire," the report said, "to be a 
party to any action that may con- 
vey such an Interpretation."

Names on the Nebraska county 


relief rolls'have been well guarded. 
No one has desired to wound the 
feelings of those forced by circum- 
stances beyond their control to ac- 
cept relief. No one has desired to 
hurt the pride of the unfortunate 
and the incapacitated and the un- 
employed. Nevertheless the temp- 
tation has been strong for county 
boards and relief administrators at 
times to let the taxpayers know 
just who are getting relief and 
how much they get. That tempta- 
tion has been brought about thru 
a rather general feeling that there 
are some receiving aid who are 
not deserving, and because what 
is paid to them lessens the 
amounts that may bt paid to the 
needy and deserving. 
' So it comes with no surprise 
that one county is seriously con- 
sidering the publication of the re- 
lief list. Those who favor the plan 
say many are Inadequately pro- 
tected because of a growing list 
of favor seekers, and demands 
from those who deserve help are 
becoming more Insistent. It has 
been urged that the lists be pub- 
lished that all jnay know just 
where the money "goes and to ,what 
purpose it is used. The charge is 
made that some would rather live 
on less than to work when work 
is offered. When relief is refused 
some organizations offer protest 
and relief officials are abused by 
those who are refused. 


Otoe county people, it seems, 


have about reached the limit of 
patience and would like to see re- 
lief rolls reduced to cases where 
help Is really necessary. That f eel» 
ing has resulted in the suggestion, 
favored by some In that county, 
that the names be published. It 
would seem that a better way 
could be found.

DEFINING EDUCATION. 


What might be termed "pure" 


education, in contrast 'with voca- 
tional training or learning a trade, 
has long been one of the pet sub- 
jects of Robert M. Hutching, pres- 
ident 
of 
Chicago 
University. 


Speaking before the Inland Daily 
press convention Mr. Hutchins en- 
larged on his- theme the other 
night. 


"The first responsibility of the 


college 'is to help the student un- 
derstand the traditional wisdom of 
the race," he said. "It should not 
attempt to prepare people for spe- 
cific jobs. At present there is a 
great deal of excitement about 
training people for public service. 
Public life is concerned with action 
on immediate problems. 'The col- 
lege cannot bring these problems 
into the classroom." 


Dr. Hutchins points to the med- 


ical schools as the worst offenders. 
In a sense the students are "bound 
out" to men equipped to deal with 
definite problems. 
Under such 


tutorship they meet specific prob- 
lems and learn to deal with them. 


Apply this principle to public 


service, and as Dr. Hutchins puts 
it:- 


, "The only, way public service 
can Be taught, on the 'medfcal 
school' basis, would - be;—for the 
pupils to become assistants of a 
man actively engaged in that 
work." 


The system leads to placing 


emphasis on the number of courses 
taught without any attention to 
whether the courses offered prop- 
erly belong in the college. 


Dr. Hutchins sticks steadfastly 


to the theory that the purpose of 
college Is to give the student an 
education. After that, if he wishes, 
he can take his vocational training 
in the field he selects. Proceeding 
under this system, the student has 
a broad base from which to op- 
erate and he is prepared to con- 
tribute to society and to' civiliz- 
ation a great deal more than If 
he has merely learned, even If he 
learned them well, the tricks of 
the trade 
himself.

Were It not for our un- 
atural clothing, which interferes 
more or leas with ventilation of the 
kin and oxidation of secretion*, 
we'd be nearly as clean as the 
animals and birds, which are pret- 
y clean, even without soap and 
•ater bathing. 
Now don't be a snob. We'll take 
; for granted that you just can't 
o without a bath at least once in

s rarely as possible and the less 
oap you use the more comfortable 
our skin will be. Water, particu- 
arly hot water, removes consider- 
ble oil from the skin'. Soapy water 
emoves still more. If it were the 
eneral custom to apply some 
nore skin oil immediately after 
very bath, people would suffer 
nuch less from skin irritations, 
specially in the winter months 
when the Sahara like dryness of 
tie heated indoor air dries out skin 
and mucous membranes as it does 
»ok bindings and furniture. A 
atisfactory skin oil has been de- 
cribed earlier. No oil or cream 
r cosmetic can quite serve the 
purpose of the natural sebum, the 
11 of a healthy skin.

Make the bath just comfortably 
epid, and as short as possible.

petrolatum, 
nough to make one ounce. This 
hould be dispensed in collapsible 
ube. If itching ia intense from 
wo to four grains of menthol may 
i incorporated in the cream. 
A famous lotion for relief of 
tching and burning of the skin is 
Calamlne lotion, described in a 
recent article on burns and sun- 
mrn. It may be used for the 
lurpose in such conditions 
lives, erythema, eczema, sunburn, 
vy poisoning, primrose dermatitis.

Ger 
many has demoralized her splen 
did universities by persecution o 
her liberal professors.

"Roper council," has been making; 
recommendations on national pol- 
icy to President Roosevelt, but has 
not been making them public, pre- 
sumably to avoid controversy But 
now that a new procedure has 
been adopted and the council has 
revealed its recent recommenda- 
tions on labor legislation, the pro- 
posals can be examined critically. 


The first impression—and it is 


always so with broad statements 
about labor relations—is that the 
council has produced a document 
of fairness alike to employer and 
employe 
Close inspection of the 


published 
statements, 
however, 


will reveal that union labor would 
never accept amendments of the 
kind suggested 
and, after 
all, 


whether business men like It or 
not, 
labor, 
and 
not 
President 


Roosevelt, will dictate whether 
there are going to be any basic 
changes in the Wagner law 


The most conspicuous recom- 


mendation—and it follows many of 
the same kind made by business 
organizations in the past—is that 
"employes shall be fr.ee in self-or- 
ganization and collective bargain- 
tog from interference, restraint or 
Coercion from any sources " 


This appears plausible enough 


till its true meaning Is examined 
Intimidation by workmen of other 
workmen is a matter that comes 
under the powers'of state and city 
governments. 
To put the federal 


government into the police busi- 
ness is to add a power to the cen- 
tral government which the busi- 
ness men themselves, on reflection, 
Would hardly favor. 
The words 


"from any source" are too broad 


Coercion Not Included. 


Physical coercion is something 


with whicn ttie Wagner law does 
not attempt to deal. What it does 
concern itself with ia economic 
coercion, and this is exercised 
either by collective action of labor 
organizations thru picketing, boy- 
cotts, strikes, etc , or by employers 
when, by their right to hire or fire 
they punish employes seeking to 
persuade their fellow workers to 
join unions.

To make the Wagner act abso- 


lutely fair to 150th employers anc 
employes, it could be amended, ol 
course, to restrain certain forms of 
economic coercion, such as strikes 


* called without a vote of the mem- 


bership or strikes called when 
there have not been exhausted the 
prescribed forms or processes of 
conciliation and negotiation. Some- 
thing of the same kind is already 
written into federal law with re- 
spect to railroad labor in what is 
known u the national mediation 
act 


When the council suggests thai 


"any party to a labor dispute' 
shall be able to invoke the ser- 
vices of the board, this touches 
on a problem which has man 
ramifications 
If the purpose is 


merely to give the employer 
right to find out officially thru an 
election what the majority of his 
employes wish in the way of a 
bargaining agent, the plan woulc 
hardly be objectionable from labor 
sources. But if it is intended to 
give the employer a right to en 
Join by court action the opera 
tlons of labor unions or to 
strain in any way the efforts a 
self organization undertaken even 
by a minority of the employes 
especially In the absence of any 
clear 
majority, then the labo 


unions which hold the balance o 
power in congress today woul 
never consent to such an amend 
ment

10 CHINA OPPOSED 


6 4 Percent of Voters Say 


"Keep Out" But Senti- 


ment for Chinese.

NEW / YORK.—With the Jap- 


anese armies penetrating deeper 
and deeper into China, with some 
Americans advocating a more ag- 
gressive policy in the far east and 
others calling for a "hands off" 
attitude, a question of prime Im- 
portance today is: How far should 
the United States go in giving 
material aid to China? 


The views of the public on this 


Issue are indicated by an Amer- 
ican Institute of Pubtic Opinion 
survey, which asked a represen- 
tative cross section of voters thru- 
out the nation: "Do you think the 
United States should allow ship- 
ment of arms or ammunition from 
this country to China?" 
An overwhelming public desire 
for neutrality is shown in the re- 
sults. More than six out of every 
ten voters say arms shipments 
should not be allowed. The actual 
vote is: 36 percent for sending 
arms to China, 64-percent against. 


Sympathy With China. 


This attitude Is especially sig- 
nificant because other institute 
studies have found that American 
public sympathy is predominantly 
with the Chinese side. In a survey 
last October, conducted thru the 
institute's 600 field reporters, only 
1 percent of voters were in favor 
of Japan, whereas 59 percent sym- 
pathized with China, and 40 per- 
cent favored neither side. 
The vote against arms ship- 
ments seems to indicate that vot- 
ers do not want the nation's tacit 


- sympathy for China to influence 
the policy of neutral conduct. In 
this respect they are in agreement 
with Secy. Hull's recent decision 
' not to aid league powers in re- 
arming China. 


Publio Attitude Summarized. 
The survey is the latest of 
series which the institute has con- 
ducted from time to time on the 
Sino-Japanese war. These studies, 
when combined, trace a clear pat- 
tern of public sentiment regarding 
the conflict. 
Overwhelmingly In favor of 


. policy of strict neutrality, voters 
have gone on record as opposing, 


• by a ratio of 95 to 5, war loans 
' to either, Japan or China. Boycott 


of Japanese goods was disap- 
proved by a vote of 89 percent to 
41 percent, the majority declaring 
that such action would not only 
be ineffective in stopping the war, 
but would cause further friction 
between the United States and 
Japan. 
1 
Sentiment was also found, in 
other surveys, for withdrawing our 
armed forces from China as well 
as our nationals. 
The prevailing 
attitude as Indicated by one voter 
was: "Let's keep out of the mess 
over there." 


"Mind Own Business." 


Similar sentiments are reflected 
In the survey or arms shipments. 
"It's none of our business" and 
"Let's not help either aide" are 
typical statements made by voters 
who 
disapprove 
shipments 
to 


China. Others in the same group 
declare that "It's wrong to be 
party to war." arguing that arms 
shipments would only prolong the 
fighting. 
"If no one sends arms 
or ammunition," said one voter 
"the war would soon end." 
The minority who favor aid to 
the 
Chinese give 
three 
main 
reasons for their attitude. First 
they say that in helping China we 
will keep Japan from eventually 
attacking us. 
"Let China fight 
our war against fascism" is a 
typical comment. Second, they de- 
clare that since the warring na- 
tions must buy arms from some- 
one, they might as well ,buy from 
the United States, thus stimulat- 
ing our industries. Finally, some 
voters argue that in the matter 
of armaments we should give the 
Chinese the same "break" as we 
f 


ive Japan. "If we send arms to 
apan," said one voter, "we shoulc 
send them to China."

storer of laws) in allusion to 
himself. He 
ordered 
that the 


name of the third month (Marzo 
or March) be changed to Rosas 
in his honor. 


In only one respect did he go 


further than his modern imita- 
tors. He removed the picture of 
the Saviour from the high altar 
of all 
churches and replaced 


them with his own likeness, forc- 
ing the clergy and citizenry to 
worship him like a god. 


He was finally deposed and 


fled to England where he lived 
In retirement for 25 years.

In a present-day religious "effi- 


liency" conference, probably Jesus 
vould get a low rating. He was 


"organizer," as that word /is 


ised today. All the organization 
He ever set up or used was that 
He gathered a little group of very 
green men about Himself and tried 
fire them with a great truth 
and a great passion. The least 
rained of modern ministers know 
more about "practical1' methods of 
irganization than Jesus and all the 
Lpostles combined. 
Npwadays Christianity Is organ- 


zed almost to death. 
A . large 
share of its power is exhausted 
simply in making a countless ar- 
ray of wheels go round. When an 
outsider looks upon the varied so- 
cieties and committees and boards 
and brotherhoods and unions and 
councils of which the modern min- 
ster and Christian worker must 
"orm a part, he scarcely wonders 
that there are so few prophets 
abroad In the land. The church 
today is well-nigh being crushed 
by the weight of its own machin- 
ery.Just possibly—if one may da.fi 
to advance so heretical a propo- 
sition in the face of current ron- 
•ictions and practices—Jesus was 
right, and His way was wisest. He 
aid all stress upon the Message 
and the man; and left them to 
work out their own methods, even 


a torrent of living water cuts 
channel for itself. 


One Way to Success. 


While a man may make his mis- 
sion, the mission also makes the 
man. 
Shirkers and clock-watchers, 


drifters and casuals, miss the real 
reward of work; which is the ef- 
fect of devotion to his task upon 
the worker's own character. 
All the periods of history are 


full of instances of men made great 
by engrossment in a great enter- 
prise. At the same time, the rec- 
ords are silent 
concerning the 
countless company of equally tal- 
ented men who failed to throw 
themselves into their day's mighti- 
est undertaking, and so failed to 
be lifted by it onto the high plane 
of their own possibilities. -

success can find no more stimulat- 
ing study than' the experiences of 
the 12 commonplace men who were 
made history's foremost group by 
becoming disciples of Christ. 


A Queer Lot of Leaders. 


Altho the principle is universal, 
there is no other illustration of it 
to match the making of the 12.

There was not a college degree 


in the lot: not one of them be- 
longed to the "upper class." Al- 
tho their work was to be reiigi 
ous, none of them was a priest or a 
professional ecclesiastic. Most of 
them were working men. 
Only one—and he the traitoj 
came from the religious center of 


the nation, Judea. There was no 
a single citizen of Jerusalem, th< 
seat of the Jews' national life, in 
the company. 
Galilean fishermen, a class "so 
cially impossible," .furnished 
a 
east four of the 12. Another wai 
\ zealot, an agitator, or radical 
Still another, wholly beyond the 
Jewish pale, was a tax-collector 
or publican. 
Such was the queer and unlikely 
material with which Jesus organ 
ized the greatest enterprise in th 
world. His action was not hasty

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Corn and Wheat Quotas of 


the 193« Federal Farm Bill 


The new federal farm bill as re- 
cently passed by congress, is being 
Sublished by Instalments in The 
ournal. The exact language of the 
bill Is being printed in dally instal- 
ments. The farm bill is known as 
the "agricultural adjustment act of 
1938." 
The fourth Instalment beginning 
with the sections relating to com 
marketing quotas follows

Among Women and 
Often Is Neglected

I HAVE been asked to write 


about fibroids, tumor-like growths 
of the womb. It li a rather com- 
mon condition, but many women 
unnecessarily worry about It. 
Fibroids usually appear at that 


period Vailed the "change of life". 
Of course, they may occur at any 
other time and are occasionally met 
in young females. 
Too often the patient believes 


her condition is merely a symptom 
of the "menopause", the medical 
name for "change of life". 
She 


may refuse the necessary medical 
examination, believing, perhaps, 
that the discomfort is merely tem- 
porary and In time will disappear. 
She treats herself with home medi- 
cines and fails to get the expert 
treatment essential for cure. 
It is probable that the majority 


of those who have this trouble 
avoid the doctor for one chief rea- 
son. Since many cases of fibroids 
require operation, they avoid medi- 
cal attention for fear operation 
will be advised. In reality, delay 
increases the seriousness of the 
condition and the urgency of sur- 
gery. 


Doesn't Mean Cancer 


Do not be misled into the belief 
that a fibroid of the uterus means 
cancer. As a matter of fact, these 
tumors are harmless, "benign" the 
doctors call them. But let me point 
out that sometimes what in the be- 
ginning was purely benign may de- 
generate into a form of tumor 
known as "pre-cancerous". If the 
neglect continues, it may become 
actually a form of cancer. 
Fibroids vary in size, shape, 


number and location. They may be 
as small as a phi point or they may 
be as large as a grapefruit. The 
larger form causes so much pres- 
sure as to require an operation 
which should not be delayed. 
* A victim of fibroids may have 
little or no pain. The existence of 
.the tumor is accidentally discov- 
ered ui a. routine examination given 
for some other reason. But if p'ain 
and discomfort are present, espe- 
cially if a^dischfcge or blood is 
present, the physician should be 
consulted immediately. Follow his 
advice and instructions carefully. 
If he advises operation do not neg- 
lect or delay this important pro- 
cedure. If the tumor is small, it 
may well be-that surgery will not 
be necessary. 
I 
have always recommended 


regular health examinations. This 
rule Is especially important for the 
woman of middle age who suffers 
from certain menstrual disorders. 
Many unsuspected cases of fibroids 
would be detected if everybody had 
periodical examinations. Abnormal 
conditions would be discovered be- 
fore they had a chance to become

which will slow down the speed 
of the current making it easier 
to steam upstream 
Towl believes some of these 
curves should be eliminated and 
in other sections floodways should

Colorful Chicago Jurist Was 


74 Years Old. 


CHICAGO. Cff). Judge Joseph B. 


David, 74, veteran of more than 
two decade3 on superior and crim- 
inal court benches in Cook county 
and often called Chicago's most 
colorful 
jurist,

many controversies with attorneys, 
civic associations,

A foe of prohibition and easy 


divorces during his 52 years as a 
lawyer and 21 as a jiidge, the jur- 
ist last year unearthed a 67-year- 
old decision to support his fight to 
keep Chicago from 
becoming a 


'second Reno." Such states as Ne- 
vada "that ask for only six weeks 
residence for the filing of a suit 
°or divorce should be kicked out of 
the union," he opined. 


During the 1933 world fair he 


declined to clamp a lid on some of 
the hotcha sideshows along the 
midway. "Let the boobs look if 
:hey want to spend their money 
that way," he declared. 


Among the outstanding criminal 
cases at which he presided was 
the murder trial of Dr. Alice 
Wynekoop In 1934. 


He was author of the Illinois law 


^prbidding common law marriages.
